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Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 04/29/05. 
Claims 1, 4, 10, 32, 34, 35, 41 and 43 have been amended. Claims 2, 3, 30, 31, 33, and 
35 have been canceled. Claims 1, 5, 10, 30, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 41, and 43 are 
independent claims. Claims 1 - 44 are pending on this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Widdershoven, Patent No.: US 6,437,398 B2 - Date of Patent: Aug. 20, 2002. 

Regarding independent claim 43, Fig. 8 of Widdershoven discloses a system 
comprising: a non-volatile memory (Fig. 1, Col. 4 lines 66-67); and an ultraviolet (UV) 
light window [18] adapted to expose the non-volatile memory to UV light (Col. 2 lines 
56-57 and Col. 8 lines 46-47), wherein the UV light window [18] is interposed between 
control gates of the memory (Col. 9 lines 30-33). 

Regarding dependent claim 44, Widdershoven discloses wherein the UV light 
window is adapted to diffuse UV light entering the UV light window (Col. 6 lines 5-8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-42 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1, 5, 10, 32, 34 and 36, in addition to other elements in 
the respective claim, the prior art fails to teach or suggest "a system comprises a two- 
terminal drain-gate-connected modified flash cell having no erasing circuitry". 

With respect to claim 41, in addition to other elements in the respective claim, 
the prior art does not teach or suggest "a nonvolatile memory device having the 
ultraviolet light window is located below a substrate of the memory".

5. Applicant's arguments filed 4/29/05 with respect to claims 43-44 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
